The charge against Miss Gordon, ‘the 
defendant, was for having intoxicants 
in her possession and to substantiate 
the case, about 15 gallons of hop beer, 
similar te what used to be brewed all 
over the Territories without hindrance 
was produced, and although the evi- 
dence failed to prove it an intoxicant 
the mere fact of its being! in’ the board+ 
ing house tho’ not for sale was enough 
to mulet the defendant in a fine ‘of 
$50. fe 

I may say that there have; been many 
complaints from the northern country 
about liquor being used wholesale, 
His Lordship Bishop Yeung 
partioularly strong in his opinion that 
the evil existed to a great exteni. The 
result is that this lady who runs 
boarding house at the Landing td make 
a living, is the first to be jpounsed 
upon, why, because, she allowed her 
boarders, to sometimes hold a dance. 
at her plare, and as they are ail or 
nearly all trackers, you are aware 
they make, as a rule, a_ little more 
noise than quiet_ going praple like to 
have. It 1s also whispered around)that 
it is not only the excitement of the 


dances, but something stimulating 
which caused (their exuberance’ of 
spirit. The lady assured me that they 


had got nothing to intoxicate at ‘her 
jplace. On looking around I jound 
quantities of ginger were being. so!d 
openly in a store near by. New is 
it right to allow one yarty to dispose 
of an article that is, and has been 
proved to be an intoxicant and a 
poison, and convict another for sell- 
ing a very harmless, in Tactj a healjthy 


drink, and also stigmatize a decent 
house, as a disorderly one ? 
At Lesser Slave lake I found 


the Rev. Mr. Holmes depljoring the des 
gradation of his flock from) the liquor 
curse, | found that it was quite imp 
possible to get uny direct evidence, 
where liquor was being sold. 

There is not a better or more e/fi- 
cient officer in the police force than 
the corporal in charge at Lesser Slave 
lake, and I am very. certain, his duty 
or vigilence is not relaxed in connec- 
tion with whiskey smuggling. 

If the Northwest government would 
issue licenses at Athabasca Landing 
and Lesser Slave lake it would save a 
great amount of unnecessary expense 
in keeping police stationed at points 
on the way to search outfits, it would 
stamp out the evil of persons smug- 
gling and last, but not least, it would 
stop the everlasting compiaints.

DOUBLE MURDER IN MANITOBA. 

The bodies of Chas. J. Daw and Jacob 
Smith, two farmers of the Boissevain 
district of Manitoba, were found on 
Sunday in an old ‘well which had been 
filled in with three or ‘four feet of 
the top. Buried with the remains was 
the body of Smith’s dog. Boardg and 
brush had been placed on top of them, 
Smith and Daw. were two well ‘known 
farmers, who resided a few, miles 
west of Boissevain. They were last 
seen alive on Tuesday, July 31, and 
it was reported they were going ta 
take in the Brandon fair, which com- 
menced that day. Neither of them 
were seen since. and nothing being 
heard of them, people of the neigh- 
borhood became suspicious after a 
time, and they began to talk of. the ac- 
tions of one Walter Gordon, Short- 
ly before the perpetration of the crime 
Gordon arrived from New Mexico and 
jpurchased Mr, Dajw’s farm, stating 
that he had paid Mr. Daw, $5,060 of the 
purchase money, but the deed had 
apparently not been completed. The 
same party bought Smith’s stock and 
implements at $625, paying and taking 
Smith’s receipt for the same. « Daw 
and Smith had therefore a _ large 
amount of money on their persons 
and when nothing was heard of them 
for same weeks, a friend of Mr. Daw’s, 
Thos. Wilson, concluded that some- 
thing was wrong. He started ito 
make enquiries about: his friends’ 
whereabouts. Information which he 
received from various sources con- 
firmed his conclusions. He drove 
to Boissevain and trom thence to 
Brandon, and finding no trace of them 
interviewed Detective Foster of that 
city, who agreed t: look into the 
matter.

The Times publishes the following 
despatch from Vrede fort, Orange 
River Colony: The B itish column 
had a three days’ fight, from Oct. 5 
to 7 inclusive, with Gen. Da Wet’s 
commando of 1,000 men and five guns. 
It took place in a veritable sea of 
mountains here. The Boers were dis- 
lodged and dispersed and they fled 
demoralized. The British casualties 
were slight. A colonial force thas gone 
south to Elandsfantein to clear‘ the 
Boers out of the Klip Riversberg Hills. 
These hills have been a regular ren- 
devous for the burghers lately. Mr. 
Edwards, an Englishman, command- 
ing a Boer farce, who! became’ promin- 
ent after the Jamieson raid haz sur- 
rendered in Krugersdorp with a few 
men, The Cape House of assembly to- 
day passed to a second’ reading a bill 
to Haisp a loan of fivef thousand pounds 
to ensure the immediate payment of 
half the losses sustained by private 
persons through {the war. General 
jarton is fighting with a Boer com- 
mando northeast of Krugersdonp. 
Several bands of guerillas have re-a- 
peared in that district recently and 
more are expected, 

Col. Henry, who is re-organizing 
the police force at Johannesburg, has 
introduced the system of identifica- 
tion by finges marks and in this Way 
intends to register every native. This
